’his is quoted from a Springfield news item which appeared in 1878.) 

“The people of Agawam are congratulating themselves upon 
the completion of their new aqueduct, which furnishes them an un¬ 
failing supply of water of the purest and sweetest quality, com¬ 
ing directly from clear, cold springs, and in quantity ample for all 
their wants. Heretofore the water‘has been laboriously pumped 
from wells. The new supply can be carried over eveiy building in 
the village and half way to the top of the church steeple. Again, 
the Agawam farmers make a living largely from selling milk, and, 
as there is usually an intimate, legitimate relation between good 
water and good milk, their new aquisition will prove a great treas¬ 
ure to them. The aqueduct starts from the side of the bluff that 
liqs west of the Suffield road, half a mile south of the Agawam 
Bridge, and runs east and then south the whole length of Main 
Street, together with a branch through West Street (now Elm). 
This is the smallest town in the state to carry water that distance. 
A year ago last spring an effort was made to get the town to con¬ 
struct the works, but the outlying districts and the Feeding Hills 
parish, which wopld receive no benefit from it, defeated the pro 
ject and it was taken up as a private enterprise by C. L. Goodhue. 
The upper portion of the line having been laid a year ago, last 
spring the citizens subscribed $2000 to carry the pipes through the 
village.' In addition to this subscription, the water costs each taker 
$15.00 a year, which gives the takers the right to all the water 
they want for their houses and barns, though not for irrigation. 
To the large farmers this expense is less than would be the actual 
cost of pumping the water from wells, so it is no wonder that, as 
one of them says, they have a good laugh every morning to think 
Wv t.Tipv are cheating the pumps.

Two Hundred Attend

The Division of Fisheries and 
Game is attempting to evaluate 
feasibility of conditioning show- 
shoe hare before releasing them. 
Each year the division buys 2500 
of the animals from trappers in 
New Brunswick and stocks them in 
suitable covers around the Bay 
State. If the hare are released 
without being held and fed to put 
on weight lost in transit, mortality 
l’esults in* considerable losses. The 
state has spent up to $10,000 a 
year to buy hare, hence the evalu¬ 
ation project to determine best use 
of the money expended. 

Diet Variety 

This year’s shipments were held 
at state game farms at Ayer, Wil- 
braham and Sandwich. A variety of 
diets are being fed experimentally, 
including oats, commercial rabbit 
pellets, and horse feed containing 
molasses. The animals are being 
held four to five weeks at present, 
but indications are that such a long 
period may not be necessary. Next 
year it may be possible to hold 
them only two weeks, says Bill Pol¬ 
lack, chief game biologist of the 
Division.
